She was a daughter 
of Henry and Susanna O'Neal and was 


With His Dog Team and Merchandise Ped- 


ler Fisher Made Friends and Money. 


Back in the last century, seventy 


years ago, a typical pDdler traveled 
thi grand old "turnpike," back and 
to'th, from Philadelphia to Pittsburg. 
vending his goods and notions to ad- 
vantage. And not a farmer or land- 
lord but what dealt largely with the 
liberal and accommodating pedler. 


Eli Fisher had friends wherever he 


introduced his goods, and he not only 


iade large sales, but was the friend of 


the good housewife, courteous and 
pleasant, and took good care to carry 
such articles as they desired. 
Who 


can recall the typical E'.i Fisher of 
seventy years ago, when his source of 
revenue was derived from a "four- 
horse" dog-team and wagon. 
Hand- 


somely and well equipped arid trained 
dogs delivered the goods to his patrons 
Everybody along the entire route was 
Eli's friend and when he reached Phil- 
adelphia and drove through Chestnut 
up Market street or through Sacond or 
Third avenues with his unique dog 
team, Eli's graphic outfit attracted par- 
ticular notice and much sympathy, and 
the merchants gave him all the goods 
he could load on his wagon either at a 
very reduced rate, or, in many instanc- 
es, contributed the goods without 
compensation. Consequently, Eli could 
supply his customers with goods at 
very reasonable rates and still derive 
good profits on his wares. Again, Eli 
mat with the same liberal contribu- 
tions at the hands of the merchants 
when he reached Pittsburg. For Eli 
was known everywhere as an honest 
pedler. 
While it affords us soma 


pleasure to recall those old-time inci- 
dents, it brings back to our memory 
fresh scenes of our boyhooi and the 
most delightful momenta of our life. 
How frequently we boys followed Eli 
when he drove through the streets of 
Bedford, admiring his well trained 
dog-team. Sometimes a mean cur flew 
out along the street and Eli's team 
would be mixed up in a fight and it 
required a little time for him to extri- 
cate and straighten them out again; 
but he did it with a good will and in 
a kind way. 


This picturesque character figured 


back in the thrilling days of the coach 
and four and the Couestoga wagon, 
when the 
canvas-backed 
six-horse 


monster climbed the hills and moun- 
tains from Chambersbnrg to Pittsburg, 
and, in merry voice, the teamster sang 
his favorite songs and danced a jig or 
hornpipe and drank his peach brandy 
and apple jack to his heart's content. 
Practically all of the old stage drivers 
and teamsters knew EH and hia graph- 
ic outfit so well and appreciated his 
unique struggle for a livelihood that 
they granted him the right-of-way and 
he was the prince of the public high- 


way. 


How vividly I can recall those early 


scenes when this kind pedler was in 
the zanith of his glory, ambitious and 
industrious, always ready to serve his 
customers. 


The history of Eli Fisher's early life, 


as a traveling salescnai and pedler, 
was certainly most remarkable, and 
there is not an aged man or woman 
living today but who can recall the 
old-time incident of ELi and his dog 
team. At this progressive age tha ar- 
tistic dog propelling power would be a 
phenomenal adventure, but we write 
up this subject as part of Bedford's 
early history, in the long, long ago, 
and the sketch is due a popular and 
honest citizen of his day.

The projectors who have made B^s- 


wall, and who hope to have a hand in 
making a thorough line of railroad 
that will tap and 
further develop 


everything in this Aladdin's land of 
the woods, are turning out 5000 tons 
of coal daily, and say they'll soon 
make it 11,000—and the Lord only 
knows what quantity, if adequate 
direct shipment is provided. 


'•That's only a drop in the bucket of 


tonnage for a real railroad," does some 
skeptic say t True, alas ! but— This 
single coal company, now that it has 
discovered something of the vast re- 
sources of this virgin region, claims to 
have 597,000,000 toas of good soft coal 
stored away in the pockets of Mother 
Earth; and there are others 1 K thiG 
one company should m'ne only 11,000 
tons of coal a day—a very respectable 
ou'put—it would require over one and 
a quarter centuries to exhaust the fuel 
it now owns. With its scores of push- 
ing, thrifty neighbors such a concern 
might combine and add a pretty penny 
to Pennsylvania's railroad tonnage, 
not for a year or two, but for a cen- 
tury or two.

Jtlany Telegraph Poles Chopped Down. 
In the United 'States district court 


at Pittsbnrg last week Judge Buffing- 
ton refused to made permanent the in- 
junction granted several months ago 
restraining the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company from removing the poles and 
wires of the Western Union Telegraph 
company from the former's right-of- 
way and in less than an hour after the 
court made the decree thousands of 
men employed by the railway company 
commerced the work of cutting down 
the poles and dismantling the tele- 
graph company's lines in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware aid in some 
parts of Maryland, wherever they en- 
croached upon the railroad property. 
The value of the lines destroyed is es- 
timated at more than $1,000,000. An 
official of the Western Union says: 
"The sensational move of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and the resulting de- 
struction of property must be a direct 
result of the war that has been on for 
some time between the Gould Rocke- 
feller and the Pennsylvania interests.

For Many Years a Struggle lias Been Going 


On Between Capital and Labor—Andrew 


Carnegie.

twelve hours was agreed on as proper 
This continued for many years, but 
abtut 1830 dissatisfaction began in 
England, and the Cbartist movement 
which was then formed, stood firm as 
as a rock against the demands of capi- 
tal. 
The leaders of the Chartist party 


<-ere brave men of the radical sort of 
which martyrs are made, ready to en- 
dure privation in defense of the right 
and dia on the scaffold, if necessary, 
for the triumph of the cause. 
The 


Chartist movement developed a race of 
ra-sionate orators hardly equaled by 
any cause since the. world began. They 
were men of the character like those 
which Christ sent out to preach the 
gospel 
For them the end was almost 


certain death on earth, but behind i1 
immortality in the everlasting. By 1635 
and 1830 the Chartist movement con 
trolled the labor of the nation. They 
took 
their name of Chartist 
from 


the Magna Charta, which was the pan 
oply of human life wrung by the bar- 
ons from King John upon the field of 
Runnymede. The demand of labor at 
this time was to lessen the time of toil 
The time fixed by the Chartist leaders 
was ten hours for a day's work. This 
was eternly resisted by the holders o: 
capital, as it took away one-fifth o: 
their profits, and the fight in extreme 
business was kept up until 1840, when 
capital conceded 
tbe 
demands o: 


the Chartists and ten hours a day he 
came the fixed time for work all over 
Europe and in the free United States 
Labor matters continued on this basis 
for many years and we began an age 
of large fortunes, such ai the world 
had never seen before. In the olden 
time the accumulation of one hundrec 
thousand dollars was the rich rewart 
of a successful mercantile life. 
The 


sudden 
accumulations 
of 
capital 


amazed the world, while the rewards 
of labor remained the same. In the 
Dnited States the pay for skilled labor 
was SI.25 a day and as the workman 
returned to his home in the evening 
there was no picture on the wall, no 
carpet on the floor, nothing which 
seemed to make home the most desira 
hie place in the world. He looked out 
of his window and saw the carriage of 
the rich dash by with liveried footmen 
behind and a magnificently clothec 
driver before and his heart grew venge- 
ful when he remembered that this mag- 
nificent display was the result of his 
labor. 
Then came that movement 


which has concentrated the power of 
labor in every country on the globe. In 
the olden tima, when any one branch 
of labor got dissatisfied with its com- 
pensation, it struck, but this was only 
done on extreme provocation from a 
single shop. 


If it was a carpenter or a blacksmith 


no other shop was affected by their 
strike; they had to fight their battle 
alone and the consequence was defeat 
Then came forward a few men with 
characters like the prophets of old. 
They laid the law down that all cre- 
ated wealth was the result of labor. 
The clay in its primitive bank was use- 
less and was of no account, but touched 
by the hand of labor, it became the 
dwelling of the capitalist. The tree in 
the forest was a shade, the iron ore in the 
bank was simply iron ore, but that 
iron ore manipulated by labor became 
a steam engine and one of those mighty 
monsters that defied the perils of the 
sea. It was an engine lifting the yoke 
of labor from the neck of toil; it was a 
railroad spanning the avenues of the 
world; it was an automobile courier 
which increased the rate of transit to 
sixty miles an hour. In copper it be- 
came the telegraph and the telephone, 
and though silent itself and to the eye 
void of action, it enables you to whia- 
per in the ear of your friend hundreds 
of miles away. We have passed the age 
of iron; we are now in the age of steel 
and fortunes have accumulated with 
such wonderful rapidity that astonish- 
ed labor has not so far been able to see 
the end. Then came the cry for a more 
equal division of the profits of labor 
which should bring to the home of the 
workman education for his children, a 
more comfortable endowment for his 
wife and a little spare time for himself 
to increase his betterments of life. 
But this could never be done by iso- 
.ated movement, it could only be effect- 
ed by some grand united action and for 
the accomplishment of his grand revo- 
.ution it would be necessary to unite 
all labor in common cause the motto of 
which should be "An injury to one is 
an injury to all." 
This motto had 


hardly been announced and placed it- 
self on the highway of success when it 
was discovered that a laboring man in 
a period of twenty-five years had accu- 
mulated a fortune of three hundred 
million dollars.
